‘  ^  OUR  SAVIOUR.

^  The  doctrine  has  been  taught  for  ages,  that  a 

•  part  of  mankind  would  he  punislted  after  death — 
that  they  would  be  confined  in  iiell,  the  abyss  of 

,  godless  misery,  a  prey  todevils,  the  victims  of  des- 
^‘pair.  Motlern  divines,  who  pretend  to  be  ortlto- 
doE,  contend  that  Christ  taught  this  dogmathrough- 
out  his  ministry  on  earth.  This  we  deny.  We 
do  not  intend  to  give  an  account  of  the  origin  of 
endless  misery  at  tliis  time,  it  not  being  necessary 

*  for  the  present  object.  Our  object  is  merely  to 
ahow  that  Christ  never  taugiit  such  doctrine.  Thai 
the  doctrine  of  endless  misery  was  held  by  many, 
previous  to  tlie  time  of  our  .Saviour,  is  very  evi¬ 
dent;  and  that  the  Pharisees  held  to  this  notion  at 
the  time  Christ  made  his  appearance  on  earth  is 
certain.  Mr.  Robinson  in  liis  edition  of  Calmer, 
says,  one  of  the  principal  dogmas  of  the  Pharitecs, 
was  this. — “  The  wicked  shall  be  euufined  in  air 

I  eternal  prison,  hut  the  good  shall  obtain  an  easy 
return  to  life.”  See  Robinson’s  Calmer,  article 
Pharisees. 

Here  we  have  proof  that  a  part  of  the  Pharisaic 
belief,  was  endless  misery,  or  imprisonment.  We 
will  now  quote  the  words  of  our  Lord,  which  are 

«  giufficient  to  overthrow  the  whole  theory  of  endles.s 

,  punishment,  w'ithout  the  addition  of  another  word. 
He  says  to  his  disciples — “  take  heed,  and  beware  ! 

*  of  the  leaveu  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Saddu- 
cces.”  Matt,  xvi :  6.  This  to  his  disciples  was  a 

t  blind  saying,  they  were  inclined  to  think  that  he 
had  reference  to  the  leaven  of  bread.  But  when 
he  says  that  he  s|K>ke  not  to  them  concerning  bread, 
when  he  told  them  to  beware  of  the  leaven'bf  the 
Pharisees  ;  then  they  understood  by  leaven,  that 
they'must  beware  of  the  dtxjtrine  of  the  Pharisees, 
which  was  hypocritical  and  false.  Matt,  xvi:  11, 
12.  Luke  xii :  1. 

jWe  have  thus  shown  that  the  Pharisees  believ- 
•n  in  endless  misery,  and  that  Christ  warns  his 
disciples  to  beware  of  their  doctrine.  Now  we  ask 
'^If  the  doctrine  of  endless  misery  had  been  true, 
would  Christ  have  told  his  disciples  to  'aeware  of 
tt  ?  Would  he  not,  on  the  contrary,  have  urged 

*  them  to  embrace  it  ? 

Although  we  consider  this  positive  evidence 
against  the  above  doctrine,  and  suRicient ;  yet  it  is 
^  no  means  the  whole.  Si  Paul  says — “  God  our 
Mviour,  will  have  all  men  to  he  saved,  and  to  come 
ooto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.”  Ist  Tim.  ii :  3, 

A  St  John  declares  that — “The  Father  loveth 

Son  apd  hath  giyen  all;  things  into  bis  baud.” 
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Johniii:  35.  And  our  Saviour  says — “For  I  came 
down  from  heaven,  not  to  do  mine  own  will,  but 
the  will  of  him  that  sent  me.  And  this  is  the  Fa¬ 
ther’s  will  which  hath  sent  me,  that  of  all  which  he 
hath  given  me.  I  should  lose  nothing,  but  sliould 
raise  it  up  agaiq  at  the  last  day.”  John  vi :  38, 
Here  it  will  he  perceived,  that  it  is  positively  4^ 
dared,  that  God  will  have  all  men  saved — that 
Go«l  gave  all  things  into  the  hand  of  his  Son — that 
Christ  came  to  do  tlie  will  of  his  F ather,  and  it  was 
his  will  that  nothing  should  be  lost.  Hence  it  will 
ibe  seen,  that  entlless  punishment  is  contrary  to  the 
will  of  Gotl;  and  as  Christ  came  to  do  his  will, 
therefore  he  did  not  teach  such  punishment.

MY  EXPERIENCE.

During  the  Winter  of  1838  and  ’39^the  Metho¬ 
dists  held  a  Quarterly  Meeting  in  the  village  of  P., 
in  the  county  of  Allegany;  and  the  fair  prospects 
that  were  visible  at  the  expiration  of  the  second 
day,  encouraged  the  principal  actor.  Elder  B.,  to 
protract  the  effort  as  long  as  it  might  be  considered 
profitable  to  the  Methodist  church  :  for  that  appear¬ 
ed  to  have  been  the  object  in  view  for  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  this  season  of  “  out-pouring  of  the  spirit” 
upon  the  sinners  of  P.  and  its  vicinity. — But,  alas, 
how  delusive  are  all  human  calculation  ! — The 
meeting  continued  too  lung;  for  the  Metliixiisis, 
notwithstanding  they  claimed  the  converts,  upon 
the  ground  that  they  were  the  leaders  of  the  meet¬ 
ing,  were  as  little  benefited  by  the  effort  as  any 
other  denomination. 

Suffice  it  to  say,  the  “  (irotracted  meeting,”  for 
so  was  it  called,  continued  in  a  “  full  tide  of  suc¬ 
cessful  operation”  in  the  “New  Methodist  Meet¬ 
inghouse,”  during  the  space  of  15  or  IG  days ;  and 
much  of  that  tiiife  the  “  anxious  seat”  was  thronged 
by  tliose  who  were  evidently  “  under  concern  of 
mind,” — the  spacious  gallery  echoed  the  stiffed  sobs 
5pid  groans  of  the  penitent — the  desk  and  altar  rang 
with  the  doleful  cries  of  Elder  B.  and  his  breth¬ 
ren,  for  mercy  to  be  slmwed  to  the  returning  pro¬ 
digals  of  the  little  village  of  P.,  who  now  enjoyed 
the  opportunity  to  “’scape  from  hell,  and  fly  to 
heaven.”  , 

In  the  early  part  of  this  meeting,  I  was  “  struck 
under  conviction ;”  and,  after  some  days  and  nights 
of  anxious  seeking,  I  was  “brought  out  in  religion” 
and  “obtained  a  hope,”  which  I  soon  found  to  be 
a  “  /tope”  tha.t  all  the  terribly  fiightful  pictures  that 
Elder  B.  drew  of  the  future  endless  misery  of  the 
“  damned ghosts”of the  “finally  impenitent,”  were 
false;  and  that  all  for  whom  Christ,  “  by  the  grace 
of  God,  tasted  death,”  would  ultimately  “confess 
him  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God,  the  Father” — be 
cleansed  from  all  sin,  by  his  blood  ;  and  inctease 
his  satisfaction  when  “  he  shall  see  of  the  travail 
of  his  soul.” 

The  converts  gained  by  this  effort  were  quite 
numerous  ;  and  in  most  instances  they  gave  good 
evidence  of  “  genuine  conversion  ;”  hot  (with  hu¬ 
mility  be  it  spoken)  it  was  acknowledged  that  I 
gave  as  clear  an  evidence  of  “evangelical  conver¬ 
sion”  as  any  of  the  number :  and  in  consequence  of 
this,  it  appeared  to  them,  if  not  an  anomaly,  at 
least  very  strange,  that  any  person,  who  had  given 
as  satisfactory  proofs  of  a  “  radical  change  of 
heart,”  as  I  had,  should  so  soon — within  the  brief 
period  of  three  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  laeetlBg 
— publicly  acknowledge  his  conviction  of  the  tnMh 
of  the  detestable  heresy  of  Universalism  !  But, 
however  strange  it  may  appear,  such  was  the  fact. 
Notwithstanding  I  partook  some  of  the  excitement 
that  universally  prevailed,  )ikst  some  featlol  con^ 


I  tagion,  throughout  the  village,  and  for  some  miles 
I  around ;  I  did  not  drink  as  deeply  as  many  others  : 

I  consequently  I  sooner  recovered  from  its  iate^a- 
^  ling  effects,  to  look  at  things  in  the  lighRof  sober 
'  trutli  and  reason. 

j  In  this  way  I  found  that  my  mind,  j^ndeiwthe 
i|  influence  of  the  religion  of  Him  “  who  went  about 
I  doing  good,”  had  no  sympathies  in  common  *wiih 
I  the  doctrine  of  endless  wo ;  and,  by  examination,  1 
!  readily  found  that  nature,  reason  and  revelation, 
have  as  little  :  therefore  I  wm  not  long  kept  Jprotn 
declaring  my  honest  convictions  of  the  tntfn  of 
these  peculiar  religious  sentiments,  which  hav* 
since  given  me  much  pleasure  in  their  contomplar 
tion,  and  promulgation.  This  step,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  it  subjected  me  to  the  frowns  of  lUc  pharHee 
ann  the  binot,  did  not  exclude  me  froirt^i*  sociaty, 
or  the  meeiiugsof  the  Christian.  Many  kinffiMaru 
there  were,  who  could  not  harshly  entract  me  for 
,  the  belief  of  sentiments,  for  the  truth  of  w’hich  they 
could  not  but  pray.  Tiey  extended  to^e  tbe^ 
warm  hantl  of  Chnsiian  fellowship,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  they  belfeved  myopinions  were  erroeou^thns 
obeying  the  Apostolic  injunction,  endeavoong  to 
restore  me  “in  the  spirit  of  meekuess.”  Prior  to 
this  meeting,  religion  has  possessed  no  charm*  for 
uie. — Like  most  others  of  my^e,  I  devoted  HJ|r 
attention  to  the  various  amusements  and  follies  Of 
youtli,  with  but  little  regard  to  sul^hct  of  le^ron  • 
but  now  the  scene  was  wholly  changed— the  ^pQuse. 
menis  common  to  my  age  had  lost  their  attractions, 
and  reli^on  was  my  theme,  not  only  of  conversa¬ 
tion,  hut  of  meditation.  It  was  now  a  privalege  to 
attend,  and  join  in  the  exercises  of  tfce  vailtnis 
meetings  of  Christians,  for  prayer  and  conversa¬ 
tion  :  and  my  memory  adverts  to  bulj^ne  instaiiee 
where  that  privalege  was  denied  me,  at  which 
j  lime  Elder  B.  led  the  Class-meeting;  and  otf 
:  coming  to  me,  lemarked,  that  he  did  n^givaUni- 
versalists  the  privalege  of  s|>eaking  in  the  tpeetings 
of  tlie  Class  :  which,  by  the  way,  I  knew  to  be  a 
departure  from  the  regular  customs  of  such  me^ 
ings. 

Tills  tale,  which  is  already  lon^  than  I  de¬ 
signed^' occupied  but  a  short  periodEof  timt?;  and 
relates  but  little  of  iny  religious  experience ;  but  I 
do  not  wish  to  trouble  the  reader  with  a  to6-tedious 
narrative  of  what  many  in  ohr  denomination  have 
felt.  I  did  not  indite  these  sentences  because 'I  bod 
the  vanity  to  think  it  a  solitary  instanee^f  the  ; 
for  my  own  observation  has  taught  mtoAhe  re¬ 
verse  of  this;  but  I  penned  them  because  it  is  said 
of  us,  by  our  opposers,  “  UuiversalUt*  never  *ex- 
pcriepce  religion’ — they  never  *  tellan  axperience’- 
— they  know  nothing  of  a  ‘radical  change  of  heart’ 
—consequently  they  are  not  Christians.” 

Now,  dear  Partialist  reader,  if  this  has  been 
your  plea  for  not  extending  to  us  the  C6ii|tian 
name,  I  respectfully  ask  you  to  no  lorgei^adhere 
to  90  false  a  charge.  The  genuinenesvDf  nw  cen 
version  was  acknowledged  by  those  as  wellnual* 
ified  to  decide  such  questions  as  Elder  IT.,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  L.,the  latter  of  whom,  has  sine*  becotoe 
very  notorious  in  the  criminal  history  of  oor  coun¬ 
try.  Indeed,  the.  evidence  of  “  evangelical  con¬ 
version”  was  so  clearly  evinced  in  my  case,  that 
the  first 4uan  that  accused  me  of  hypocrisy,  ad- 
Averted  ’to  (he  instance  above  related,  in  connexion 
with  that  of  another  young  man ;  (whose  history  ie 
quite  as  acenrately  told  by  this  narrative)  as  pre¬ 
senting  the  “most  striking  pi  oof  of  the  reality  of 
the  Christian  religion.” 

My  “conversion”  has,  perhaps,  been  as  real, 
and  its  effects  as  lasting^  audit  may  be  consider¬ 
ed  as  distinguished  an  era  in  my  1^  as  that  8x- 
periepced  by  a.,  majority  ot  ,the  other  “  cooyeits”

Believe  me,  dear  reader,  this  is  not  written  to 
give  vent  to  the  ebullitions  of  vanity  ;  but  to  show 
that  even  Universalists  can  relate  an  “  experience 
and  to  gratify  various  friends,  wdio  have  taken  suf¬ 
ficient  interest  in  my  simple  narrative  to  request 
me  to  relate  it.  It  is  now  submitted  for  publica¬ 
tion,  and  if  deemed  worthy  of  that  honor,  the  de¬ 
vout  prayer  of  the  writer,  is,  that  it  may  open  the 
eyes,  anil  soften  the  prejudices  of  opposers.

and  however  wrong  all  may  acknowledge  it  to  be  i 
to  retaliate,  the  nation  still  adheres  to  that  relic  of; 
barbarism,  the  taking  of  life  for  life.  ' 

In  other  countries,  oflenders  of  any  kind  and  in  j 
the  rhost  trivial  things,  are  often  put  to  dfalh  ;  and  i 
that  too  without  the  least  shadovvof  evidenr e ;  and  | 
ev'en  the  differing  in  opinion  from  some  crowned  j 
tyrant,  in  either  |)olilical  or  religious  affairs,  liasi 
subjected  the  entertainer  to  the  rack,  the  guillotine,  j 
or  the  gibbet.  i 

History  is  replete  with  the  names  of  martyrs  to 
the  cause  of  frecdonr,  of  science  and  of  (iod.  Of 
the  latter  class  many  h.T.ve  died  with  the  .song  of 
faith  triumphant  from  their  hearts;  and  i/ct  live  as 
pure  and  shining  lights  to  guide  us  ujivvard  ami  on¬ 
ward  to  the  beatific  mansions  of  the  Eternal.  (Jf 
these,  one  in  particular,  tliongli  of  humble  life  j 
and  simplicity  of  manners,  should  engage  our  at¬ 
tention.  ' 

He  was  born  during  the  reign  of  tyranny,  and 
before-nnheard-of  oppressioits,  and  m.iiiy  cireum- 
stances  connected  with  his  birth,  excited  the  envy 
of  the  oliief  ruler  who  sought  his  life ;  anil  if  lie  had 
not  been  under  kind  Heaven’s  esiiecial  care,  be 
would,  ere  the  tender  age  of  two  years,  have  fallen 
an  intiocent  victim  to  jirond  hate  and  worldly  am- 
bitiotL  Hesexhibiied  great  iirecocity  of  intelleet, 
and  while  btfr  a  mere  youth,  was  found  conversing 
with  Uie  learned  of  the  age,  and  often  confuting 
their  sentiments. 

Though  bred  as  a  mechanic,  be  early  abandoned 
that  lucrative  employnrent  for  one  vvliich  yielded 
him  no  worldly  honors,  and  one  for  which  he  seem¬ 
ed  particularly  destined,  that  of  proclainriiig  sal¬ 
vation,  life  and  immortality  to  sinful,  lost  atidjicr- 
ishing  man. 

Though  persecution  pointed  her  many  barbed 
tongue,  and  griping  poverty  pressed  bard  upon  liim, 
yet  he  shruftk  not  from  bis  holy  and  arduous  vo¬ 
cation.  Great  and  important  truths  were  bis  to 
proclaim,  and  he  ever  taught  them  with  fearless¬ 
ness,  at  an  times,  in  all  places,  and  to  all  people. 
He  raiugled  among  the  common  people,  and  chose 
his  followers  from  them

LETTER  FROM  BR.  CLOWES. 

Clinton,  Apiil  86th,  1843. 

Br.  Grosh — Dear  Sir — I  have  spent  the  short 
vacation  in  making  several  excursions  about  the 
country,  and  on  my  return  home,  have  seated  my¬ 
self  in  my  chair  lo  resume  my  correspondence 
with  you.  I  regret  that'I  can  not  now  send  num¬ 
ber  ix  of  my  Essays,  but  in  tlie  place  of  it,  I  have 
thought  it  might  be  useful  to  give  an  account  of  the 
things  I  have  seen  during  my  absence  from  home. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Friday  the  8th  instant,  I 
set  out  from  Clinton  to  go  to  Auburn,  to  spend  the 
next  Sunday  with  brother  Montgomery.  Tlic 
roads  being  very  bad,  I  did  not  arrive  at  V ernon, 
until  after  the  departure  of  the  stage  from  that 
place  to  the  rail-road  depot  at  Oneida ;  so  that  I 
had  the  unanticipated  pleasure  of  spending  the 
evening  and  the  next  morning  with  our  Br.  Clark, 
at  Vernon.  Here  I  found  that  our  Universalist 
friends  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  a  convenient 
place  of  worship,  are  seemingly  sleeping,^  but  by  no 
means  dead.  Tlie'’.  in  union  with  the  L  nitarians, 
are  building  a  very  neat  church,  which  I  am  in¬ 
formed  will  he  ready  for  dedication  about  the  first 
of  June.  The  devoted  friend  of  our  cause,  Br. 
Allen,  left  this  place,  and  went  on  in  company 
with  me  to  the  cars  to  Auburn,  being  on  his  way 
lo  Newark,  where  he  is  about  lo  settle  with  his 
family.  For  this  event  Vernon  has  reason  to  mourn 
and  Newark  to  rejoice.  Leaving  Vernon  .after 
dinner  we  arrived  at  the  Oneida  depot,  and  joined 
the  cars  on  their  way  from  Utica  to  Syracuse.  I 
regret  thait  I  had  not  time  to  call  on  our  venerable 
Br.  Bedep,  at  Syracuse.  Going  on  from  this  place 
we  arrived  early  in  the  evening  at  Auburn,  and 
had  the  pleasure  of  taking  the  Author  of  “The 
Law  of  Kindness”  by  the  hand  as  I  got  out  of  the 
cars.  Brother  and  sister  Montgomery  tnade  my 
short  slay  at  Auburn  as  agreeable  as  possible. 

I  preached  three  times  to  Br.  M.’s  society,  on 
Sunday.  The  roads  in  the  country  about  Aubum 
being  very  bad  at  this  season  of  the  year, 
ed  many  of  the  congregation  from  a  dista„g  com¬ 
ing  in  ;  yet  the  number  of  attendants  w.,g  large, 
and  very  attentive.  I  do  not  know^where  j  preach 
with  more  pleasure  than  I  do  at  Auburn  ;  the  con¬ 
gregation  always  appear  to  be  deeply  interested 
with  any  honest  effort  to  please  them.  ()n  Mon¬ 
day,  I  returned  to  Vernon,  accompanied  as  far  as 
Syracuse  by  Br.  Montgomery,  who  was  compell¬ 
ed  to  make  that  journey  by  a  writ  of  subprena,  to  at¬ 
tend  and  give  evidence  before  a  court  at  Svraense. 

On  Tuesday  morning  I  came  to  Clinton.  Left 
home  again  next  morning,  and  reached  Utica  just 
in  time  to  take  the  cars  at  nine  A.  M.  In  the  af¬ 
ternoon  found  myself  at  Albany  in  sea^on  lo  make  a 
call  on  Br.  S.  R.  Smith,  and  to  gel  on  board  the 
De  Witt  Clinton.  Next  morning  (Thursdav)  I  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  great  city.  Here  in  conse(pience  of 
the  hurry  and  bustle  of  the  porters — or  ofsome  mis¬ 
take  of  a  passenger — rnytr  unk  was  missing  li;r  six 
or  eight  hours.  At  last,  at  two  or  three  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon,  it  was  found  safe  in  the  baegngc 
room.  I  called  at  the  residence  of  Br.  Sawvt'r, 
he  was  gone  to  Boston  ;  at  Br.  Williamson’s,  gone 
to  England  as  an  Odd  Fellow;  at  Br.  Balch’s, 
gone  to  Pawtucket  to  the  Rhode  Island.  Conven¬ 
tion.  I  did  not  proceed  to  make  further  clerical, 
calls,  because,  first,  I  had  no  time;  atid  secf)ndly, 
I  had  no  reason  to  believe  that  I  should  find  any 
of  the  ministering  brethren  at  home.  At  five 
o’clock,  I  went  on  board  “the  Worcester,” an  ele- 
rant  steamer,  and  proceeded  in  her  up  LongLland 
Sound  and  the  Thames,  to  Norwich  in  Connecti¬ 
cut,  where  we  arrived  about  two  o’clock.  There 
was  a  most  superb  display  of  the  .Aurora  Borealis 
this  night.  I  never  before  sa'v  the  7iierry  dancers 
so  lively.  Taking  ourseats  in  the  cars  at  Norwich, 
we  went  on  through  Worcester  to  Boston,  where 
we  arrived  about  eight  o’clock  on  Friday  morning. 
In  consquence  of  op|)osiiion  lines,  the  price  of  f)as- 
sage  from  New  York  to  Boston,  was  only  2  1-4  dol¬ 
lars.  I  can  find  no  fault  certainly  withahe  cheap-
